Other parts of the country are quiet and the cur- 
few has been reduced. A pro-Nasir demonstration 
in Aleppo during the early morning of 24 July was 
suppressed by National C^ard units. Seven more par- 
ticipants in the abortive 18 July coup have been exe- 
cuted, bringing the total executed to 34, and the round- 
up of pro-Nasir elements continues.
